THE TRUE STORY OF CAPTAIN N.N. BEARDEN'S SWORD 


The Capt, N,li, Bearden Sword was made in 1862 by Alfred Bearden, 
Sr., &@ gun and sword smith who lived on Pea Ridge, Lincoln Co., 
Tennessee, eleven miles from ea aa Tennessee, 


Mr, Bearden engraved the initials N.M.B. on the hilt before pre- 
senting the handcarved sword to his ote who enlisted in the War 
Between the States in 1862, Captain N.M. Bearden commanded une 
Eighth Tennessee regiment, 


During the Battle of Stone's.River, Murfreesborough, Tennessee, 
on December 31, 1862, and January 1, 1863, as Capt. N.M, Bearden’ 
held his sword high while giving a command, his right leg was 
struck and shattered by a "minnie-ball", His sword could not be 
found on the battlefield and was given up as lost, 


In 1883, twenty years later an Eighth Tennessee soldier heard 
aman in Atlanta, Georgia, describing a beautiful sword he owned, 
The soldier said, "That's my Catpain's sword; look on the hilt 
where you'll find the initials, 'N.M.B.!, which will identify 
the sword," The Georgian who found the initials on the hilt, 
wrote a letter to Alfred Bearden offering to sell him the sword, 
A brother, hatt Bearden went to Atlanta at once and paid the 
man twenty dollars for his brother"s sword. In a few weeks, 
tiatt received a letter from the Georgian asking ten dollars more 
for the sword, iiatt sent the ten dollars making the cost. thirty 
dollars in all, 
Upon. the advice of his father, Matt sent both the sword and the 
scabbard to a reliable jeweler in Nashville, Tennessee, who. 
replated both of them, Matt paying the jeweler thirty "dollars 
for the work, As a result, the sword and the scabbard cost 
katt EK, Bearden sixty (860. 00) dollars in money. 


He left them, a precious, historical heirloom to his two sons, 
Thomas and Elis, who are the a relatives who carry the Beard-~ 
en name, During the Nashville Centennial, beginning June 1, 

1897 (delayed for one year) the Tennessee ‘Historical Committee 
asked permission to exhibit the sword and the scabbard together 
with the Bearden history of the sword and scabbard.. It lay in 

a glass case in the Muséum where it was appreciated one commented 
upon by thousands of admirers, 
For several years the sword and scabbard hag been carefully re~ 
served in the fluseum at Swanee, Tennessee, sehool of: the South, 
where Major. Ellis Miller Bearden, who has “peen Chaplain for the
